THE GENERAL RESULT. 

The election in this city today was conducted 
quietly andearnestly. Of the 216,000 yoters who 
registered 200,000 went to the polis. The general 
feeling that the contest on the governorship 
would be close caused the returns from. this city 
tobe eagerly looked for. It was generally ad- 
mitted that if Hill could leave this county with 
45,000 majofity over Davenport, his election was 
assured. He secured that majority, and 
acded 10,¢00 from Kings. Carr run 
only a few hundred votes ahead of his ticket, and 
not sufficient to justify the hope that while the 
republicans might pot elect their governor, they 
reighttheir lieutenant governor, with the same 
candidate wro hac been elected secretary of state 
when there was otherwise & democratic state vic- 
tory.

CRUSHING OUT POLYGAMY. 

The ennual report of the Utah commission 
shows that the Edmunds act, with afew 
amendments as we go along, will accomplish 
the task of stamping out polygamy. And 
yet, within two years only, eighty-three 
indictments have been found for polygamy 
and unlawful cohabitation, and only twenty- 
three convictions have taken place. Butthe 
twenty-three who were convicted were 
prominent saints, and the fact has been 
brought home to all that. no polygamist in 
the territory is secure against the law. 
Scarcely any polygamous marriages have 
taken place in a year, and it is believed if a 
vigorous policy is maintained there will be 
few plural marriages hereafter. The Mor- 
mon elders bave not surrendered, but they 
consider themselves in bot water, and are 
trying to get out of it. They will undoubt- 
ed)y send a strong lobby to Washington this 
winter to urge congrets to grant them relief 
from the Edmunds law and the merciless 
Uteh commission. ‘Congress, however, 
knowsthe senfiment of the country on this 
subject. | 

Instead of repealing or lessening the pen- 
alties of the Edmunds act, congress will be 
more apt to add toits force and stringency. 
The commiszion ask, first, that the term of 
imprisonment for unlawful cohabitation be 
extended to at least two years for the first 
and three years for the second offense. They 
ask, too, that no perron shall be allowed to 
take up public lands who refusesto make 
oath that he is not a polygamist. They also 
stk that immigrants who accept polygamy 
asa pert of a religion be excluded from the 
country. 

The commission are convinced that more 
power must be epplied in order to make the 
rolygamists obey the Jaws of the country. 
The Mormon leaders are stillstubborn, if 
not defiant, and they are using all the power 
they possess to defend their pet institution. 
‘ Copgress,’’ add the commissioners, ‘‘would 
ceriainly render a service of incalculable 
value to Utah and indeed the whole country 
if it would devise some measure whereby 
these misguided people could be brought out 
from under this thraldom, which has so 
warped their minds and their consciences 
that a crime committedin the name of re- 
ligion is considered by them a duty and a 
blessing equaliy to thore whocommitit and 
these who aid, abet or defend its commis- 
sion.”

‘What can I do, then?’’ inquired the anxious 
officer. “I can name one after myself, and threa 
aiter my wife and sisters. And then? Well, I'll 
see.’’ 

He went home that night and thought it over. 
He began with the names of his family. Then he 
took the Bible and found Hebron, Canaan, Gil- 
boa, Jerusalem and Sharon, wrote these down on 
vacant towns on the great map spread out before 
him, and then stopped there because ‘‘these Bible 


names are mostly such jawbreakers.” Then he — 


named three other towns after states, Florida, 
Maryland and Alabama, and three after large 
cities, Boston, Richmond and Charleston, and 
went to bedtired. Inthe morning he found he 
had named sixteen towns, and these he reported 
to the legislature as ‘samples.’”” They did not 
show great originality, bat they were acceptse, 
and the command was sent back to ‘‘Go ahead,” 

“T can’t think of anything more,’’ said poor 
DeWitt. Every town and locality had an Indian 
neme, and many of them were significant, eupho- 
nious, and musical; but the christener, like mos‘ 
foolish: Americans, discarded these and sought for 
“something that sounds likesomething.”’

Hamburg, Sardinia, Warsaw, Castile, 
Avon, Lima, Geneva, Naples, Venice, Genoa, Wa 
ter'oo, Rome. And these were all accepted by the 
legislature, and make elements of our local geog 
raphy. Still there wasa multitude of nameless 
towns. DeWitt distributed among them the 
names of all the distinguished -writers, orators 
and discoverers he could think of— Franklin, Ful- 
ton, Volney, Galen. Clay, Cicero? Milton, Byron, 
Sheridan, Dryden, Hemer, Solon, Tully, Virgil— 
and then he rested and wondered what next 

Half in despair, he hunted in the garret and 
found an ancient’ history, and that proved to him 
amine of wealth. Here are the solid nuggets 
which he dug out and distributed among the still 
forlorn,towuships: Rome, Greece, Utica, Troy, 
Corinth, Syracuse, Babylon, Palmyra, Macedon, 
Attica, Sperta, Ithaca, Pharsalia, Marathon,Smyr- 
na, Delhi, Brutus, Scipio, Moreau, Camillus, Ly 
sander, Hannibal, Cato, Alexander, Aurelius, 
Nero.

Those, too, the legislature adopted. Buta month 
later the town to which ‘Nero’ had been 
attached sent up a very angry protest agafnst the 
name, on the ground that Nero ‘‘was an execrable 
tyrant, who murdgred- both his wife and his 
mother.’’ A committee of the assembly investi- 
gated and found that Nero was really a hard case, 
and reported to De Witt. “‘That town puts on a 
good many airs,’’ said the disgusted officer who 
presided at the overworked baptismal font; “let 
it be called Eden.’’ And Edenit was, and is to 
this day. 

When the legislature had adjourned [t was found 
that one town on the boraersof Pennsylvania had 
been overlooked. ‘‘Name yourown town!’’ said 
the fatigued De Witt. They did so. About half 
the settlers were Pennsylvanians and the other 
hali yankees, and from the first syllable of both 
there words they produced that name of Chinese 
look and sound—‘‘Penn- Yan.’’ And lo! New York 
state was finished!

TEE STORY OF AN OLD RING, 


Mr, James Loyd, the City Marshal, Has an 
Cid Jewel. 

“That ring has a most interesting history,” 
seid Mr. James Loyd, the city marshal, yes- 
terday. 

He wes holding in hisright handa large, 
heavy, chesed gold riovg . with an 
immenee amethyst setting. Tao 
amethyst stone was studded with nearly 
adozen large diamonds, but three of these 
precious stones were gone. The ring was 
evidently an old one, and/must have cost sev- 
eral hundred dollars when the jeweler handed 
it over his counter. 

The ring did have an interesting history. 

In the early days of the late war a con- 
federate soldier approached Mr. Loyd and 
showing him the ring asked foraloan. Tae 
soldier gave his name as Oliver and said that 
he wes trom Alabama and that he was en 
route to Richmord. The ring he said had 
been given him bya lady. Mr. Lovd took 
the ring and the soldier’s address and gave him 
the smount of money he wanted. Soon after 
this transaction Mr. Loyd heard that the 
soldier had been killed in thse scovon <ay’s 
fight, and he knew that he would never cali 
firthe ring. Some how Mr. Loyd felt that he 
would yet have to surrender the 
ring to one who had a_ better 
claim upon it than he. He then 
gave the ring to his lady, telling her to keep 
it, and that he wanted, if possible, to find and 
return it to the dead soldier’s friends. Years, 
however, went by and Mr, Loyd never heard 
from the dead soldier’s people. Years ago he 
gave up all hopes of hearing trom them, but 
still he watched and guarded that 
ring with care. It had its place in the jewel 
case at home, and the jewel case locked odd 
without the old peculiar ring. 

A little over a yearago the ring suddenly 
end mysterious disappeared. The residence 
was hunted high and low for the old 
tressure but it could not be found. 
Mr. Loyd was greatly distressed by the loss. 
He felt as though he had lost somethiag which 
did rot belong to him and that he would yot 
be calledupon for it. He went to police head 
quarters and gave Captain Crima careful de- 
scription ofthe ring and asked him to try to 
recover it, Captain Crim noted the descrip- 
tion of the ring and went to work to find it. 
Iie waé not long in ascertaining that a negro 
girl had tried tosell justsuch a ring to a 
jeweler on Houston stréet, but he was unable 
to find the woman, Time wenton and still 
Ceptain Crim kept his mind on the riag, 
ard yesterday he found and _ recovered 
it, but failed to secure the 
woman. When the ring was returned to 
Mr. Loyd he was as proud of it as pe was of 
his first election. ‘gee 

“And do you know,” said Mr. Loyd\when 
he bad given the ring’s history, ‘I bblieve 
thet I will yet have the pleasure of giving 
that ring to the lady who gave it to the dead 
poldier? Nothing’ would give me more genuine 
joy than to do so.” 

The ring was stolex from the jewel case bya 
dishonest servant.

ENRIGHT TAKES ATUMBLE, 


A Man Falls from the Top of a Telephone 
Pol

George Enright, an employe ot the Bell tel- 
ephone company, fell from the top ofa tele- 
phone pole on Whitehall street about noon 
yesterday. era 

Enright is now at the Ivy street hospital in 
a dying condition. 

For several days past the Bell telephone 
linemen have been putting up poles for the 
burglar alarm company. Yesterday they were 
working on Whitehall street, and about noon 
began raising a pole thigty feet long, near the 
railroad tracks. The hole had been dug, ands 
the pole was nearly up when the top end be- 
ceme entangled in the network of wires. The 
men tried for some time to extricate the end 
cf the pole from the wires, but were unable to 
doso. Enright then climbed the pole and 
recched the top. Thelower endof the pole 
had not been inserted in the hole, but wa; 
beld in position by the ropes and pullies with 
which the men were hoisting it. Enright, on 
the upper end of the pole, pushed the wires 
awey, one at a time, and had nearly accom~ 
plished his task when the lower end of the 
pole slipped. The polo moved only a few 
inches, but that was enough to cause Enright 
to lose his grip on the top and in a second he 
wes lying on the hard pavement. He had 
fallen a distance of nearly thirty 
feet and had fallen on hard stone. Every por- 
gon about thought that he had 
been killed outright, but when his fel« 
low workmen bent over him they tound taat 
he was still alive. He was picked up and 
carried into Dr. Hutchison’s drug store, 
where Drs. Olmstead and Benson did what 
they could for him. Enright was suffering 
intensely and begged -for something to relieve 
him. Tke dector’s gave him an opiate and 
then by acareful examination found that no 
bones had been broken, but that internal in- 
juries ot an extremely dangerous nature had 
been eustained.
